Many of the patients 
were very sick today, but physicians 
report that all of the victims will re­ 
cover. 
It is a strange coincident that all 
eleven of the people ate cold boiled 
liam some time yesterday and that 
all of them took sick last night with 
practically the same symptoms.

physician who had five of the cases 
is not certain that cold ham is t h e !

cause of the trouble, but he says that 
every one of his patients ate it.

Rust is an enemy of rubber. 
It 
will pay the motorist to inspect oc­ 
casionally the condition of the rims 
on the wheels of his ear, especially if 
the outer surfaces of the envelopes 
near the beads look rusty. 
This dis­ 
coloration is rust caused by rusted 
rims. 
This rust if not arrested will 
gradually eat through the rubber, a t­ 
tack ing the canvas of the envelope. 
In time the edges of the rusted rims 
will become more and more uneven, 
tearing and eventually destroying the 
beads. 
Furthermore rust 
work s in 
between the beads and the rims leav­ 
ing space for water which also dam­ 
ages the rubber. 
To remove rust from a rim, tho 
tire should be tak en off and the rusty 
parts rubbed clean with curse emery 
paper. Then smooth the surface with 
finer emery paper and re-japau the 
rim, applying one coat to the outside 
and two to the inside, mak ing sure 
first that the surface is smooth, and 
free from dust. 
Roughness may be 
quick ly detected 
by 
running the 
hand along the edge of the rim. When 
the edge of the rim is too uneven for 
the use of emery paper, first use a 
file after which emery paper may be 
used for finishing.

The Indianap olis trip will not inclu de 
any other engagement.

the National Soldiers home at Marion 
on Ju ly 4, bu t some day s ago he noti­ 
fied a committee from the State Bank­ 
ers’ association, which p lanned to give 
a banqu et for him at Marien, that he 
cou ld not be p resent.
